Why recycle? 

It protects the environment by 
saving natural resources and 
reducing carbon emissions. 

At less than half the cost of sending 
waste to landfill, it saves money too. 


What happens to my recycling? 

We take it to a Materials Recovery Facility (MRF) 
where it’s sorted into different materials. These are 
reprocessed and turned into new things. Food and 
garden waste is composted so it can be used as a 
fertiliser by farmers.
